The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art, U.S. 
Patent # 6,822,51 1 B1 does not teach nor render obvious a high frequency power 
amplifier electric part that has, in combination with other limitations, a transistor for 
output level detection, which receives an input signal of a transistor for amplification in 
the final stage of the power amplification circuit; and a bias generating circuit for 
applying a bias to said power amplification circuit in accordance with current of the 
transistor for output level detection, a current-voltage converting means converting 
current detected by said transistor for output level detection into a voltage; and an error 
amplifier for outputting voltage according to a potential difference between the voltage 
converted by the current-voltage converting means and voltage instructing an output 
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level from the outside, an output of said error amplifier is fed back to an input side of 
said transistor for amplification in the final stage.
